’This is Fiction" 
(Indio Date Palm) 
Any cub reporter with two weeks of 
training could have done a better job 
of fact gathering than Alfred M. Cooper 
did for his article in Harper's Magazine 
about Coachella Valley and the Gulf of 
California. 
Seldom has there been a supposedly 
factual article in any publication, any­ 
where, as completely wrong as this one, 
which purports to show that Imperial 
and Coachella Valleys will one day be 
swallowed up by the gulf. 
. 
Cooper’s article is so thoroughly in 
error, almost paragraph by paragraph, 
that it would be simply ridiculous, but 
for the fact that outside investors, hav­ 
ing no way to know how wrong the mag­ 
azine piece is, have been frightened by 
it, and the Valley's credit is under a tem­ 
porary severe strain as a result. 
Although Cooper's most critical error 
is his statement that the land barrier be­ 
tween the gulf and the Valley is only 
15 feet above sea level at its lowest 
point, when in actality the lowest point 
is 36 feet, his silliest error deals with 
the creation of Saltón Sea. 
He reports in dead seriousness that 
Saltón Sea was formed in 1940 by seep­ 
age from the gulf, caused by an earth­ 
quake. This is the first time in our 
knowledge that a series of Colorado river 
floods racing down from the upper basin 
watershed, has been called seepage from 
the gulf. It is the first time, also that 
pick and shovel work on a river bank 
by men who did not foresee the immi­ 
nent floods of 1905-06-07 has been called 
an earthquake. 
One cannot imagine that it was 
simply an error, aggravated by failure to 
check up on actual contours, which led 
Cooper to falsely state the height of the 
land barrier, but it is difficult to imagine 
anything except pure fantasy which 
could have brought forth the seepage 
theory. There is just nothing in history, 
nothing in the records, not even any­ 
thing in legend or rumor, to substantiate 
it. Where Cooper got it may forever 
remain a mystery. 
His “torrential rains" in the delta 


country, are in the same category. We 
had thought the whole world knew this 
country to be arid; now we find a sup­ 
posedly reputable writer reversing nat­ 
ural history without regard to weather 
bureau records or other factual data. 
We recommend to Harper's that its 
editors hereafter scrutinize very closely 
any manuscripts which may be submit­ 
ted by Alfred M. Cooper, unless they are 
plainly marked, “This is fiction.”
